Equitable Sharing of Public 
Benefits Advocated 
By Speaker 


Declaring that the San Francis­ 
co bay district is antagonistic to 
Southern California and is grasp­ 
ing more than its share of the po­ 
litical and financial benefits of the 
state, Linn L. Shaw, of the real 
estate firm of Shaw and Russell, 
at a meeting of the Santa Ana Real­ 
ty board at St. Ann’s Inn here at 
noon today, 
advocated 
state 
di­ 
vision, if such action is necessary 
for the southern half of the state 
to get its just dues in matters po­ 
litical. 
He advocated division, how ever. 
only as a la st reso rt. 
H e said th at 
resid en ts 
of 
S outhern 
C alifornia 
have long been too passive and 
th a t sta te leg islato rs of the north 
who have blocked reapportionm ent 
have brought about a sta te of a f­ 
fairs th a t should not longer be tol­ 
erated. 
Shaw has ju st returned from a 
ten days’ to u r of th e northern part 
of the state. 
“On my v isit to the San F ran ­ 
cisco hay d is tr ic t” he said, “ I w as 
very m uch disappointed a t the un­ 
varying hostility m anifested tow ­ 
ard s S outhern California, a con­ 
dition which has long existed, by 
th e way, b u t w hich I hoped th e 
general developm ent of the sta te 
m ight in a m easure 
have 
over­ 
come. 
L a ys Stand to Jealousy 
“The only possible 
explanation 
of th is attitu d e 
is one 
of petty 
Jealousy—a sen tim en t e n tirely u n ­ 
w orthy of th e g reat and glorloui 
W est. 
Bo fa r as I am aw are, th ere 
is no such sp irit in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, except a grow ing tendency 
of retaliatio n a t th e bald u n rea­ 
sonableness of one section tow ard 
an o th er based purely upon th e su­ 
perior en terp rise of the m ore pros­ 
perous district. 
If C alifornia, as 
it now exists, cannot exist on a 
b asis of even fairness, th en I, for 
one, am strongly in favor of sta te 
division, w hich would bs ail to the 
advantage of Southern California. 
“The n o rth end of th e sta te has 
steadily ap p ro p riated m ore th an its 
sh are of th e political and financial 
b enefits 
of 
C alifornia. 
F or 
In­ 
stance, S outhern C alifornia has not 
had a U nited 
S ta te s 
sen ato r for 
th irte en years. 
B oth senators are 
now 
from 
San 
Francisco. 
The 
lion’s share of road money, as w ell 
as s ta te in stitu tio n s generally, goes 
to the north. 
To cap th e clim ax, 
th e north end of th e state is now 
openly defying th e constitution to 
prevent th e proper representation 
of Southern C alifornia in th e legis­ 
latu re through reapportionm ent. 
U rge s Adjustm ent 
'l f we had s ta te division, w e 
would have tw o U nited S ta te s Sen 
ato rs to re p re se n t our g reat and 
grow ing needs in congress. 
In a d ­ 
dition, w e w ould receive th e bene­ 
fit of all m onies devoted for sta te 
purposes.

LONDON, April 12.—Life in do­ 
mestic service seems to be a prof­ 
itable occupation in England. Re­ 
cently a London butler died leav­ 
ing a fortune of over $50,000 and 
now a hotel porter has left a will 
revealing a fortune of $150,000. 
The butler was a former 
em­ 
ploye of 
the 
late Lord Marcus 
I Beresford, but the porter was just 
j Thomas Henry Cleave, an ordin- 
I ary employe at tho Lord Warden 
; hotel, Dover, and the announce­ 
ment that he had left such a largo 
fortune has caused great surprise 
in his native town of Kings Cliffe, 
where he was known as the "Mys­ 
tery Man,” duo to his general re- 
! ttcence about matters concerning 
himself. 
It was believed by his townfolk 
that he bad retired on a small in­ 
come, based mainly on his tips as 
a porter, but it was revealed 
in 
his will that be had bought a great 
deal of real estate while at Dover, 
owned several 
apartment house* 
at Kings Cliffe and was in partner­ 
ship with a bookmaker. 
He retired from loitering 
in 
1S96, when he was nearly 
sixty 
and from that date until his death 
he lived In great simplicity in 
a 
small cottage, being very careful 
in money matters and reserved in 
manner. This strengthened 
the 
local Impression 
that his means 
were limited. 
He had no relatives, and 
the 
will disposes of his money in 
19 
bequests, including $500 each 
to 
thirteen people in his native town.

man In a grey suit came to the 
hall and carried away the 
city 
flags. 
Tall Man Mentioned 
"The janitor 
said 
the 
caller 
posed as a city employe. We have 
not seen the flags since then. Who 
the tall man In a gray suit was, 
we don't know ” 
Who was the man in gray? 
Suspicion centered. It was 
re­ 
ported, on Horace Fine. automo­ 
bile editor of The R efuter, 
and 
E. L. Vegely, city clerk. Both men 
were above average height 
and 
Incline 
toward 
gray suitings, It 
was said. 
Due. however, to Fine’s 
open 
countenance snd Vegely’s Impecca­ 
ble reputation cs a pinochle player 
the charges were given but slight 
consideration. 
J. C. Wallace, aecretary of 
the 
Santa Ana 
Realty bourd, 
waxed 
explosive when questioned as to 
the flags. 
“The Santa Ana Realty board,” 
he ejaculated, “hired a Lo* An­ 
geles exposition company, to dec­ 
orate the city during the conven­ 
tion here.

“While the famine situation in 
Russia is less acute than in former 
years, according to recent reports 
of the American Relief adminis­

leges. In Petrograd, it is reported 
that the university students have 
so few clothes that one marvels at 
their persistence and courage in 
following their studies. Some have 
not had a new suit or overcoat 
in five years. There is an average 
of one overcoat to ten students. 
"Russia is In need of college- 
trained men and women. The im­ 
mediate future 
demands doctors, 
engineers, 
agricultural 
experts 
and teachers to lead in bettering 
living 
conditions 
following 
the 
famine of recent years. 
Cost Prohibitive 
'Tbur-flfths of the students in 
the colleges of Russia today are 
training themselves in these pro­ 
fessions, and under present con­ 
ditione they are hopelessly unable 
to purchase adequate clothing. 
A 
full equipment of clothes for one 
person cost more than one billion 
rubles, while the average 
ealary 
of a university 
teacher 
is 
not 
more than 
180 million rubles 
a 
month, and 
students, of 
course, 
earn still less. This makes it vir­ 
tually impossible for these men to 
provide themselves with even the 
most essential clothing. 
"To help meet this need, the Y. 
M. C. A. asks for your cast-off 
clothing. Suits, overcoats, 
shoes, 
underwear, shirts, which are 
not 
quite appropriate 
for 
American 
wear, but which may still be used 
another season, are what is need­ 
ed. Women's clothing can also be 
used. People who will be able to 
contribute to this worthy 
cause 
are requested to look over 
their 
storage closets and 
select what 
they can give. The collection of 
the clothing will be made next 
week."

One of the 
most difficult and disagreeable of 
all tasks, whether It be self im­ 
posed or enjoined by and pledged 
to another, is that of keeping 
a 
bad secret, es 
the 
brothers 
of 
Joseph learned to their repeated 
sorrow. The fact is, instead of the 
secret being kept, sooner or later 
It exposes the keeper. It Is this 
certainty 
that concealed 
wrong 
will reveal itself 
sometime, and 
the suspense and dread of IL that 
makes It so annoying. 
By the very indefiniteness of the 
time when the voice of guilt will 
be heard, like the knell of doom, 
a constant pall of indescribable 
foreboding Is cast over the 
life 
of the transgressor. It is of the 
nature of secret sin to make 
Its 
presence known. 
An Avenging Nemesis 
That 
a bed 
secret, constantly 
accusing him who keeps It, will 
eventually carry out Us threat to 
make itself known fills him with 
dread. It is the meanest of all 
blackmailers. Today It will accept 
a price and promise by all the 
stars of heaven that It will never, 
never disclose its 
guilty 
knowi- 
edge, and tomorrow it will repudi­

No less than 
three times Is It said that "the 
Lord was with Joseph.” Now put 
yourself in Joseph’s place when 
his situation 
was 
at its 
worst. 
Think of being a foreign slave, in 
prison, accused by a woman 
of 
aa 
attempted 
dastardly 
crime 
against her and she the wife of 
the chief executioner whose prop­ 
erty you are. Lay the emphasis, In 
order, on each of these words and 
phases and what It stands tor un­ 
der the circumstances: without a 
friend to intercede; with no law 
insuring you a hearing; with 
no 
rights that anyone is bound to re­ 
spect; a woman as your accuser, 
with incriminating evidence In her 
possession to support her 
state­ 
ment; end an arbitrary master the 
heed 
slaughterman 
who Is 
the 
woman's husband as the sole jadge 
in your case. Now this was ex­ 
actly the dilemma In which Joseph 
found himself. And the almost un­ 
believable thing 
about Ii. all is 
that it is said, "The Lord was 
with Joseph.” 
Have Faith In God 
The thirteen or more years of 
Joseph’s life that he lived as 
a 
slave should teach us to have Im­ 
plicit faith in God. If we leave out 
Joseph's 
ability 
to 
interpret 
dreams, there Is nothing unusual 
to Indicate that God was with him. 
There is not a single more on the 
chessboard where Joseph is on* of 
the pawns, except those prompted 
by some purely human motive, and 
they of the worst kind, lxmklng 
back upon these years, that 
had 
dragged 
themselves 
slowly 
and 
perplcxingly by, Joseph declared 
to his brethren, “God sent me be 
fore you to preserve you a rem­ 
nant in the earth, and to save you 
alive by a great deliverance.
